Introduction 



Welcome to our catalogue featuring the Harold A Blauvelt Collection, the Iberoamerican Collection 
and the 1715 Spanish Treasure Fleet Collection and other important consignments. Actually, this volume 
is several catalogues in one— for any of the individual groups would make a stellar offering on its own! 

The sale commences with the collection of Mr. Harold A. Blauvelt, distinguished New York City 
numismatist, and other important consignments in the field of United States coins. In this section you 
will find over 2000 lots ranging from colonials to territorial gold, from half cents to double eagles, and 
just about every series in between. 

While the coins speak for themselves in the pages that follow, we mention just a few highlights: 
Among half cents there's a nice 1796 with pole, not to overlook choice specimens of other dates. Large 
cents include examples of the 1793 Chain, Wreath, and Liberty Cap issues in several different grades.

It is with great pleasure that we present for sale the magnificent collection formed over a 
long period of years by Harold A. Blauvelt. A resident of New York City, Mr. Blauvelt is the 
founder of the Blauvelt Engineering Company located at One Park Avenue. The firm, one of 
the nation's largest, specializes in heavy civil engineering design, primarily in the fields of 
roads, bridges, and transportation. The Blauvelt Engineering Company has been a significant 
factor in the design of the interstate system of highways in the eastern part of the United 
States. 

The consignor relates that his interest in numismatics started over a decade ago when he 
was piqued with curiosity at seeing some old coins that his wife Charlotte had saved from 
her youth. The research needed to identify these coins led to an intense interest in the 
subject. Later, friends, on learning of the origin of this interest, kidded him to the effect 
that he became interested in the coinage of the realm by counting his wife's money! 

Mr. Blauvelt's interest included the formation of a fine-quality copper, nickel, gold, and 
silver type set as well as specialized sets and collections. As time progressed he realized that 
coin collecting was serving two areas of his interest: that of collecting per se and that of a 
sound financial investment.

Considered by many to be a rightful part of the 
regular series of United States silver coins, and therefore the 
first issue of the new nation, this queerly attractive coin was 
designed by Robert Birch and struck under the auspices of 
the mint, though the mint buildings were not yet operational. 
Struck July 13, 1792, on a planchet the silver for which was 
reputedly furnished by President Washington. Reputedly, 
too. Liberty is modeled after Martha Washington. 

The coin is rather irregular. It grades VF-EF and has a 
pretty light-gray toning. In a recent sale it was described as 
having a planchet which is not round, as made, but it seems 
more fair to conclude that the planchet was round when 
made and was subsequently somewhat flattened by being 
placed between two pieces of leather and pounded with a 
hammer. Good detail remains but the planchet is irregular, 
slightly larger than normal, and slightly thinner than normal. 
A few light marks were acquired before this happened, while 
in circulation. In all, not at all unattractive— in fact, it should 
be keenly bid on by collectors seeking to complete their U.S. 
type sets.

Quarter dollars of this era were counterstamped at an early 
date, possibly even when in the die at the time of mintage 
(for the reverse side opposite the counterstamp shows no 
evidence of flattening), with three different letters: E, R, and 
L. Apparently hundreds, if not thousands, were so counter- 
stamped, for the coins appear with regularity today. 

The raison d'etre for these counterstamps remains one of 
America's greatest unsolved numismatic mysteries. One 
theory has it that the counterstamps refer to the weight of 
the coins-"E" being for "Extra" or "Excess" weight, "R" 
being for "Regular" or "Regulation," and "L" being for 
"Light." However, over the years we've checked the weights 
of better-grade counterstamps that have gone through our 
hands, and there appears to be no correlation in this regard. 
For example, the presently-offered specimen weighs 104.2 
grains as compared to an authorized weight of 104.0 
grains— certainly within mint tolerances and, if anything, on 
the "E" side and not the "L" (light) side! 

Is it possible that these coins were originally distributed in 
areas of the USA or possibly abroad-and the E, R, and L 
letters refer to this? Or, perhaps the silver came from special 
sources, and the letters kept track of this (in the same way 
that the mint-counterstamped CAL. quarter eagles of 1848 
identified these quarter eagles as having been struck from 
native Cahfornia gold bulhon). Or perhaps there is another 
explanation? Here is something for the researchers among 
us— ourselves included— to think about!

1985 Pair of 1959 and 1960 Nation of Celestial Space gold celestons. 

Each is the size of a United States gold dollar, but with 
sHghtly more gold. Issued by James Mangan, an entrepreneur, 
who lived in Illinois and advertised these extensively in 
numismatic publications of the era. He filed his territorial 
claim to outer space as his own dominion, giving it the 
appellation of the "Nation of Celestial Space," and began to 
issue appropriate coins. The whole thing was a semi-serious 
spoof, supported by legal actions, varied opinions of one sort 
or another, and other hoopla. Choice Brilliant Uncirculated.

Note I: James Mangan was at one time the advertising 
director for the Mills Novelty Company of Chicago, the 
world^s leading maker of slot machines in the early 20th 
century~-and maker of the ingenious Violano- Virtuoso 
violin-playing machine which in 1909 at the Alaska- Yukon- 
Pacific Exposition was designated by the United States 
Patent Office as ^^one of the eight greatest inventions of the 
decade.'^ Token collectors among our numismatist readers 
will remember the Mills Novelty Co. for Edisonia 
(amusement and gambling machine arcades) trade checks and 
for the OK Vendor, a token-dispensing slot machine. 

Note II: The idea of the Nation of Celestial Space, while 
interesting, has other counterparts. Recently your cataloguer 
read of some enterprising people who proposed via dredging 
and filling to create an island in the Pacific Ocean, and to pay 
for its creation by issuing stamps and coins! The stamp field 
has a lot of this sort of thing, too. For example, the 
American Philatelic Association ^^JournaV^ had an article on a 
small sheikdom which was issuing large denomination (up to 
$6 per stamp, if memory serves) air mail stamps for collectors 
but which had no airport!

1915 was the veritable acme of civil revolution throughout most of the Latin American world. In 
Mexico, to cite just one instance, Pancho Villa extended his country's revolutionary turmoil to 
international dimensions by raiding American towns across the border, while "first leader" (General) 
Venustiano Carranza undermined his provisional presidency by faihng to mask his intention to become 
Mexico's newest dictator— thus Villa practically thrust Mexico into war with the United States and Carranza 
caused renewed revolt (and both men were "retired" without grace before the decade was out). Mexico's 
national activity in 1915 was typical of Latin unrest: other caudillos (revolutionary dictators) in dozens of 
other countries from the Caribbean to the Argentines disrupted the affairs of state because of their 
self-interest. 

So it is ironic that in Cuba the year 1915 marked a wholly different kind of political setting— one of civil 
order. Independence had been gained early in 1902 and prosperity was upon Cuba by 1915, the year of the 
premier appearance of an officially decreed national coinage. In fact, the coinage of 1915 to 1958 reflects 
the general social well-being of that era in Cuba. The first coins, those of 1915, rightly stand as a lasting 
symbol of their time. 

The great American designer Charles E. Barber created the designs for these coins and they were struck 
for the Cuban government at the old United States Mint at Spring Garden Street in Philadelphia. Of 
internationally recognized fineness, the pieces all bear their weights in multiples of the 1.6718 grams 
prescribed as the weight of the gold Peso by the National Economic Defense Law of October 29, 1914. The 
fineness appears on each coin as either 900 M ("M" for Spanish mi/, or thousand— that is, parts per 
thousand) or 250 M (this latter only on the copper-nickel coins). Each coin also bears symbols of the 
nation, of which the very rare Proof 20 Pesos in gold is dramatically representative. 

Jose Marti (1853-1895) is known as the apostle of Cuban independence. Deported from his beloved Cuba 
early in his hfe because of his opposition to Spanish rule on the island, he spent many years in exile, writing 
of his homeland and eventually founding the Cuban Revolutionary Party in New York City. He was killed 
at Dos Rios in 1895 while leading the insurrection which ultimately left Cuba an independent state (in 
1902). Not only for his military leadership but also because of his nationalistic writings did Marti become 
the hero of his country— a forerunner of modernism, his poetry ardently sings the praises of freedom and 
expresses his belief in the future greatness of his land. 

Fittingly, the bust of Marti graces the obverse of the gold coins of 1915. The reverse carries the shield of 
the RepubHc surrounded by an oak and laurel wreath; central in the shield is a key, a symbol expressing the 
traditional behef that Cuba was the key to the New World in a geographical sense. Atop the shield on a 
fasces is a Liberty Cap. The obverse design for the silver and copper-nickel coins is a slightly varied 
depiction of a bold, five-pointed star, Cuba's national emblem. While the copper-nickel pieces have plain 
edges, and the silver and four of the gold coins have reeded edges, the edges of the magnificent gold 20 and 
10 Pesos coins carry Marti's famous phrase of liberty "CON TODOS Y PARA TODOS" (With All and For 
All) in raised letters, along with six stars representing the united Cuban provinces. 

Although the designs of these coins are especially impressive, so is their rarity. Between 20 and 30 Proof 
sets were coined in 1915, most of which were later divided among the families of dignitaries— leaving few 
complete sets. Most individual pieces display some abuses caused by nonnumismatic handling. A single 
select piece is rare, and a select Proof set much rarer. We can locate only two recorded sales during the past 
fifteen years, one in 1964, the other in 1965. The rarer 1916 gold 20 Pesos (a single coin) sold at auction 
for $40,000 in 1974, while the previous sale of that piece occurred only when King Farouk's collection was 
dispersed. A complete and splendid 1915 Proof set should command a record price today! 

The very rare set offered in this lot is magnificent in its overall state of preservation. All of the pieces are 
Choice Brilliant Proof with the following modifications: the 20 Pesos and 10 Pesos gold have a few faint, 
scattered hairlines, only on the obverse, and faint friction on Marti's cheek; the 5 Pesos has a few faint 
hairlines as well as a light scuff mark in the right obverse field; the 4 Pesos, 2 Pesos and 1 Peso gold have 
similar faint hairlines, while the 4 Pesos piece has an almost undetectable planchet flaw at 10 o'clock on the 
obverse at the beading. The silver coins are all similarly toned a gorgeous bluish gray on the periphery of 
each side, and all coins have very faint hairlines (generally distributed but toned over). The copper-nickel 
coins are all lightly toned and quite select, though the 2 Centavos piece has a small contact line at 1 o'clock 
in the reverse field. 

In all, a magnificent looking and complete set of gold, silver and copper-nickel rarities— the first coins of 
the new Cuba. One of the rarest and finest Latin Proof sets to appear at auction in the past half century,

Voyage to Spain 

On a hot, quiet afternoon the Spanish general Don 
Juan Esteban de Ubilla rolled his weathered nautical 
charts into a tight bundle. He could feel the sun of 
late July on his back as he gazed distrustfully at the 
hazy sky. Hurricane season was fast approaching, and 
he thought of the jingle popular in the West Indies 
which traditionally warned sea voyagers of the 
dangerous season ahead-a time of fierce storms 
which spelled death to ships and men alike: "June, 
too soon; July, stand by," it went; "August, come 
they must; September, remember; October, all over." 

It was Wednesday, July 24, 1715. The signal gun 
boomed from Esteban de Ubilla's flagship and the 
eleven treasure-laden galleons in his fleet began 
weighing anchor. They were about to set sail for the 
long, arduous voyage home to Spain. 

The Spanish king each year sent two fleets to the 
New World to collect the royal share of all silver and 
gold mined in Spain's colonies, as well as precious 
commodities. One was the mainland fleet-the Gal- 



eones de Tierra Firme-and it sailed from Spain 
to New Granada (Colombia), where European goods 
were exchanged for such products from South Amer- 
ica as emeralds, pearls harvested in those far-off ports, 
silver mined in Peru, and vast stores of gold coins and 
bullion. 

The second fleet, known as the Flota de Nueva 
Espana, sailed from Spain to Veracruz on the Gulf of 
Mexico, where its ships were loaded with porcelain. 
Oriental silk, various deep dyes, and tons of silver 
which had been provisionally minted into crude coins 
of varied shapes. The silk and porcelain, both highly 
prized because they were rare in Europe at that time, 
were just ending a long journey on which they had 
crossed the Pacific to the west coast of Mexico, been 
borne by mule over the rough terrain of the interior, 
and stored at Veracruz for the annual trip across the 
Atlantic to Spain. 

The two fleets would rendezvous in the harbor of 
Havana, Cuba, for the homeward trip. Travehng 
together, with the combined defenses of many heavy 
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guns, meant protection against pirates on the vast 
Atlantic. 

"July, stand by; August, come they must." The 
ditty explained why the fleets spent the calm winter 
months attending to trade in the Caribbean, sailing by 
June for Spain— well ahead of the perilous time in the 
dead of summer when a suddenly brewed hurricane 
could devastate any vessel caught in the Straits of 
Florida. 

But in this year, 1715, the two fleets under the 
direction of Spanish commercial magnate Antonio de 
Echeverz and General Esteban de Ubilla had not been 
able to set sail from Havana until the final dangerous 
days of July. The threat of hurricanes was real. The 
postponement had been unavoidable. 

In addition to bureaucratic delays, a war in Europe 
disrupted communications and made routine sched- 
ules risky. It began when Spain's Carlos II 
(1665-1700) died without designating an heir other 
than the grandson of Louis XIV of France. In the War 
of the Spanish Succession which ensued, England in 
alliance with Holland and Austria attempted for years 
to reverse the trend toward Bourbon supremacy. This 
fierce war against Spain and France led the English 
and their allies to raid Spanish commercial fleets. 
Creating chaos in Spain's commerce was but a part of 
the allies' intent; the greater prize was the golden and 
silver plunder from those ships— the wealth of the 
New World which was behind Spain's military might. 

An idea of the part played by Spain's treasure 
fleets in that nation's life may be gotten from the 
writing of one John Taylor, a captain's clerk on an 
EngHsh man-of-war. His contemporary account 
describes the Plate (or Silver) Fleet system: "The 
King of Spain, whose dominions are now extended 
from the east to the west, whose kingdoms are full 
one third part of the known world, whose treasures in 
his western dominions are rich and durable mines of 
gold and silver . . . without bottom or a seeming end, 
from whence flows the wealth of Spain, by which the 
pomp, state, frontiers of that kingdom are maintained 
and defended, yearly sends his . . . mighty ships of 
Spain into America, which moving road bring him 
home his annual treasure of gold and silver. ..." 

General Esteban de Ubilla's responsibility was 
immense. It would provide security for his home- 
land's economy during the coming year. 

But it was nearly the time of the hurricanes. On 
board his eleven treasure ships was a king's fortune in 
gold doubloons, silver 8-real pieces, and bullion, not 
to mention the more fragile goods of commerce. The 
accompanying French ship El Grifon and his own 
cannon were some defense against enemy warships 
and buccaneers, but what defense could there be 
against torrential rains and a raging sea? Luck would 
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have to be on the general's— and Spain's— side. 

Devastation by Hurricane 

By noon on Tuesday, July 30th, six days after 
departing from Havana, the treasure fleet had pro- 
gressed several hundred miles northward. Alarmingly, 
the winds had suddenly died, leaving the ships rolhng 
in an eerie sea. The vessels were off the coast of 
Florida near the Sebastian Inlet, fifteen miles north 
of what is now Vero Beach. The atmosphere grew 
darker until by mid-afternoon the sky had turned an 
ominous gray and black; before night should have 
fallen, lanterns on the sterns of the ships flickered 
their golden embers into the dark expanse. The sea 
had begun to rage. 

At 2 a.m. a high wind blew from the east- northeast 
and the hurricane struck! Tossed to and fro, the 
galleons threw seamen overboard amid tangled rig- 
ging, crushed masts, and decktop cargo. Mountainous 
waves drove some of the ships into the reef while 
others simply sank, their hulls torn apart, their cargo 
spewed into the sea or lodged deep within the watery 
coffins they became. 

When the storm subsided the next day, only the 
French escort ship was still afloat. Eleven treasure 
ships had disappeared along with more than a 
thousand men and millions of dollars' worth of silver 
and gold. 

Early Attempts at Salvage 

Within a week of that perilous night, news had 
reached Havana of the disaster. Attempting to divert 
what was to be a far-flung tragedy for the Spanish 
crown (and the ruination of merchants, shipowners, 
and creditors of the crown alike), the Spanish 
immediately began salvage efforts. Directed by Juan 
del Hoyo Solorzano, sergeant major at Havana, divers 
recovered several million dollars' worth of the sunken 
treasure from the galleons Tierra Fir me Almiranta, 
Urea de Lima, and La Hollandesa. But they were only 
three of the eleven treasure-laden ships. 

Similar operations continued for several years— and 
over a period of time a small percentage of the 
precious cargo was recovered for its owners. Yet most 
of the treasure still lay on the ocean floor, and in the 
decades following the disaster an undetermined 
amount was lost to illegal salvagers from all over the 
Caribbean. In 1718, for instance, Manuel Miralles and 
a Spanish squad surprised and captured eight rene- 
gade sloops in the act of looting the wrecks. Such 
bandits, usually working in groups, also hindered 
Spanish salvage activities by attacking camps along 
the seashore. An Englishman, Henry Jennings, com- 
missioned by the British to suppress privateering in 
the Atlantic, reportedly turned to piracy himself and 
was one of those who attacked the main Spanish 
salvage camp. Jennings made off with cannon and

several hundred thousand pieces of gold and silver- 
including some three thousand ounces of gold. 

An account published only eight years after the 
event in A General History of the Robberies and 
Murders of the Most Notorious Pyrates describes 
Jennings' daring exploit of 1716: "Several vessels 
from the Havana were at work, with diving engines 
[diving bells] , to fish up the silver that was on board 
the galleons. 

"The Spaniards had recovered some millions of 
pieces of eight and had carried it all to the Havana, 
but they had at present about 350,000 pieces of 
eight in silver, then upon the spot, and were daily 
taking up more. In the meantime, two ships and three 
sloops, fitted out from Jamaica, Barbadoes, etc., 
under Captain Henry Jennings . . . found the 
Spaniards there, upon the wreck. The money before 
spoken of was left on shore ... in a storehouse under 
the government of two commissaries and a guard of 
about 60 soldiers. 

"The rovers came directly upon the place, bringing 
their little fleet to an anchor, and . . . landing 300 
men, they attacked the guard who immediately ran 
away; and thus they seized the treasure which they 
carried off, making the best of their way to Jamaica." 

Yet the pirate Jennings missed far more than he 
recovered— for Hoyo Solorzano had earlier sent at 
least four million pesos in treasure to Havana. And 
many millions remained buried in the sea. 

By 1774 most of the stories of the great disaster 
which befell the 1715 Plate Fleet had been forgotten, 
though in that year the earliest British cartographer 
of Florida, Bernard Romans, visited the area and 
reported that the masts of the Spanish fleet were still 
visible above the water and that his crew "repeatedly 
found pistareens and double pistareens" on the beach 
after a northeast wind. 

In subsequent years the masts rotted away and 
what remained of the hulls disintegrated. The inabil- 
ity to see traces of the ships above the water line, the 
bad weather so frequent along the Florida coast, 
hostile Indians on the shore, and wars among the 
major European countries stopped further salvaging, 
for all practical purposes, for the next hundred years. 
Millions of dollars' worth of Spanish gold and silver 
awaited discovery by future treasure hunters. 

A Great Treasure Uncovered by Happenstance 

We now find ourselves in the present century, more 
than 200 years after the Spanish misfortune. Kip 
Wagner, a house builder, went walking one day on the 
bluffs near Sebastian Inlet, north of Vero Beach on 
the Atlantic coast of Florida. The shore was familiar 
to Wagner, a tireless beachcomber, yet on this 
particular day he noticed a considerable change in its 



outline. One of the severe hurricanes of the 1950s 
had just wreaked considerable destruction on Florida 
as it passed up the coast— and here, on Wagner's 
favorite beach, the hurricane's waves had caused a 
massive displacement of sand, altering the shape of 
the shore. 

Wagner began exploring with renewed interest. As 
he walked the length of the beach, kicking aside 
hunks of seaweed and other debris from the storm, he 
noticed something laying obliquely in the sand. 
Picking it up, he realized that it was a silver coin with 
a cross on one side and a coat of arms on the other. 
The date on this slug was 1715. He had found a 
legendary piece of eight— a treasure right out of a 
pirate's story! 

Wagner was in the right place at the right time, and 
soon he had found another, then another, and still 
another silver coin. Within a short time others had 
been gathered from the sand. Wagner thought it 
curious that all were dated 1715 or shortly before. He 
was further intrigued when he heard through a friend 
of the Spanish disaster which had occurred in 1715 
near Sebastian Inlet. The more he learned about it, 
the more he began to believe that he had discovered 
something of importance. 

Thinking that he might have stumbled upon the 
key to the lost Spanish treasure fleet, Wagner went to 
the Archives of the Indies in Seville, Spain, and made 
photocopies of the documents and maps there. He 
then returned to Florida and for $15 purchased a 
surplus Army mine detector. Traversing the area 
along the shore where he had found the coins, he dug 
up many strange things— car springs, parts of an old 
bed, tin cans, and what was left of an old coffee 
grinder made in the 1920s. But amid all this junk he 
also unearthed an old ship's spike and a clump of 
cannonballs. It seemed that he had located the inland 
campsite, dense in the growth of prickly scrub high 
on the beach, where a few survivors of the Spanish 
treasure fleet and later salvagers had lived while 
recovering part of the drowned cargo. 

It was obvious that the bulk of the wreckage, if 
indeed that was what he had found, must lay 
offshore. He hired a small plane to scan the shallows 
off the beach without having the slightest idea of 
what a sunken ship would look like. Would there be a 
decaying wooden hull with a broken mast and coins 
spilling from a strongbox? All he saw from the air was 
an oblong dark area in the lighter, sandy colored 
bottom. He marked the spot and decided to dive on it 
as soon as possible. 

The ship, or rather what remained of it, had 
nothing of a storybook appearance about it. The dark 
oblong shape seen from the air proved to be the 
ballast stones once carried in the ship's bottom to 
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keep it upright and stable. These lay on the sea 
bottom just as they had been packed in the galleon's 
hold-smallest stones on the bottom, tightly lodged, 
with larger 50-pound stones on top. Around the 
border were eighteen cannon, each encrusted with 
lime and marine life. 

In the intervening centuries the galleon itself had 
made an excellent meal for generations of ship worms, 
or teredos. Its remains lay about a mile off shore in 
water just 15 to 20 feet deep. Ever-changing currents 
had carried off rotting fragments of the wreck many 
years before, and they were still distributing metalhc 
chunks and coins, especially during a good blow. The 
treasure, Wagner thought, might be spread over acres 
of the ocean floor. 

Real Eight Company Formed 

A principal problem was how to move the immense 
quantities of sand which lay on the wrecksite. After a 
few tentative dives, and httle success, Kip Wagner 
formed the Real Eight Company, Inc., a group of 
eight divers and adventurers dedicated to the sys- 
tematic uncovering of what they still only guessed 
was the wreckage of the Spanish Plate Fleet of 1715. 
The group's name was derived from the Spanish 
dollar-sized coin known as the eight real, or piece of 
eight, and was a play on words. Wagner and his 
company charted the area and drew precise plans 
before they began to salvage. 



After making Uttle progress with the conventional 
manner of dredging. Real Eight developed an efficient 
method of moving the tons of sand on and around 
the wreck. Instead of acting as a vacuum cleaner. Real 
Eight's dredger was a blower type of instrument 
which utihzed the backwash from their diving boat's 
propeller. By means of this strong gust of undersea 
current, they could clear a depression 15 to 20 feet in 
diameter and five feet deep in the sand in less than 
five minutes. 

Early in 1961, after two years of work, the divers 
found their first clumps of silver coins. Tons of sand 
had been shifted by the divers during good weather, 
only to be shifted back by the ocean during winter- 
sometimes, but not often, exposing new areas of the 
wreck. The job was tremendous, and when silver was 
finally discovered it usually took the form of a 
blackened mass of as many as 2,000 silver coins 
adhering together. 

What surprised the divers, after they had separated 
the coins by a harmless chemical process, was the 
diversity of the silver pieces. No two seemed alike, 
even though they bore the same date and general 
design. Investigation and the advice of numismatists 
told them that these pieces of eight had been minted 
by a very crude process: bars of silver were cast in 
long, flat strips, then pickled in a mild acid to remove 
the oxide coating and hammered to harden the metal; 
each bar was then cut by hand into small, odd-shaped

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pieces onto which was hammered dies bearing the 
royal coat of arms on one side and a rehgious symbol, 
the cross, on the other. These coins were of a 
temporary nature, too, as the Spanish king ordinarily 
ordered them melted and restruck into coin of the 
realm once they reached home. The English called 
these early "chunk" coins cobs because of their 
irregular shape— a name which is still used. 

Gold at Last! 

The weather during those first venturesome years 
was not very kind to Wagner and his associates, nor 
was the underwater scene— for the men were be- 
deviled by storms, made anxious by sharks, and 
nibbled on by fish as they dug in the sands. But the 
lure of treasure persisted— and not long after the 
discovery of the first silver coins one diver brought up 
a handful of gold doubloons, each looking as if it had 
been minted yesterday. They knew they had really 
found the lost treasure of 1715! 

Large finds were few and far between, though. A 
constant clutter in the dredge soon added up to 
thousands of silver coins but only a few score of gold 
pieces. Two occasions were outstanding. The first 
occurred in the early 1960s when the water blower 
suddenly laid bare, as Wagner described it, "a carpet 
of more than 1,000 golden doubloons." Again in 
1974 the divers began surfacing with handfuls of gold 
coins after an otherwise unproductive day— a long day 
of diving which eventually brought them more than a 
thousand gold doubloons. 



state— this by a careful chemical process which 
reconverts the sea-blackened surfaces to metallic 
silver. All of the silver coins whose surfaces were kept 
out of contact with the salt water (as when covered 
by other coins in a clump) came bright and virtually 
mint state from the treasure wreck. 

Along with the coins other interesting artifacts 
were discovered. Real Eight over a period of more 
than a decade has brought to the surface muskets and 
pistol shot, pewter plates, iron and bronze fastenings, 
and even delicate porcelain fired in China more than 
250 years ago— still intact! Fascinating, complexly 
crafted gold chains, rings, handmade silverware, cruci- 
fixes of precious metals, and a seven-pound gold ingot 
have also come to light. Yet it is the coins which 
remain perhaps the most fascinating— bearing an 
indehble date and the arms of Spain while coined of 
silver and gold mined in the New World. They are 
solid testaments to the discovery and exploration of a 
new land. 

The coast of the United States is dotted with other 
sunken vessels but probably none can surpass the 
romance or the wealth of the Spanish treasure fleet 
lost at sea on that blustery night in 1715. How 
fortunate we are to be able to see and handle 
—perhaps even own— part of that fabulous wealth of 
early America intended for a king's treasury. If the 
ill-fated Spanish Plate Fleet had not sunk in that 
terrible storm 262 years ago, most of this native gold 
and silver would have been recoined in Spain. Only 
chance has saved it for us! 




These gold coins were all excellently preserved. 
Gold resists corrosion and all of the doubloons 
recovered were nearly as fine as when they had been 
made— the only difference being some very light 
etching of the surfaces caused by more than two 
centuries of submersion in seawater. Only the silver 
cobs had to be treated to restore them to a desirable

A Word About Grading 

We are pleased to offer the following lots of gold coins from the Spanish colonial mints at Mexico City 
and Bogota. These cob issues are essentially all "Mint State" but their grading poses problems familiar to 
any collector of this coinage. Unsophisticated minting techniques in the colonies render traditional grading 
terms useless. Weak strikes, multiple strikes, off-center strikes, and highly irregular planchets are standard. 
With the exception of specially minted "presentation" pieces, quality control was nonexistent at the mints. 
Since the cobs were primarily issued for the purpose of supplying revenue to Spain, where they were often 
melted, there was no need for concern about appearance. Any part of the coin could be filed to adjust its 
weight within established limits. 

Most of these cobs left the mint only for shipment to Spain and never entered circulation. When treasure 
ships were sunk, they remained "Mint State" whatever their initial appearance. While gold does not have 
the same corrosive properties as silver, prolonged immersion may result in coral encrustation, patination, or 
mild discoloration. Many of these coins have been expertly cleaned since their recovery, to remove the 
evidence of their centuries under the sea, while others have been left with traces of coral. 

Since these coins have not seen circulation, our grading system IS NOT based on wear. Instead, we have 
chosen to give a subjective indication of the general quality of appearance. The sharpness of strike, the 
fullness of detail, and the planchet shape all contribute to this general visual impact. Multiple or off-center 
strikes and wildly misshapen planchets may detract or contribute to the coins' appearance. Since each coin 
is pictured, you can be the final judge. 



Grade A: Highest quality mint product with outstanding characteristics. 
Especially well struck and well centered, with complete shield and 
including date or other exceptional details; on a pleasing planchet 
without defects. 

Grade B: Sharply struck and distinctly detailed showing nearly 
complete shield and partial legends, mintmarks and dates. Planchet 
mildly misshapen, and design suffers minor effects of filing. 

Many of the most attractive pieces in this sale are among those 
graded " 

Grade C: Average strike, legible but not distinct, usually combined with 
major loss of design due to excessive filing or off-center or uneven 
strike. Planchet commonly shows edge cracks or breaks or serious 
irregularities. 

Some of the most intriguing pieces are in the '^^C^^ category — the 
off center strike often reveals portions of the legend and other 
peripheral details seldom seen on more ^^regular^^ pieces. 



Grade D: Identifiable but mostly indistinct due to weakness of strike, 
extensive filing or multiple striking.

Comments on Design . . . 

The designs used for the Spanish colonial escudos issues were 
patterned after the coinage of Imperial Spain. 

The obverse displays a crowned shield bearing the arms of the 
Spanish royal family. On the coins issued by the mint at Mexico 
City, the denomination, in roman numerals, is located to the 
immediate right of the shield. To the immediate left of the shield, 
aligned vertically, are the letters of the mintmark and assayer: 
OXMJ, OMJ, OXML, etc. The legend begins on the obverse, next to 
the crown, reading clockwise: PHILIPPVS V. - or CAROLVS II on 
earUer issues - DEI. GRATIA: with the date following. On smaller 
denominations abbreviations have been employed, such as DEI.G. or 
simply D.G. to accommodate the smaller size of the planchet. 

The reverse shows a cross of Jerusalem (also referred to as a cross 
potent), in the center with a fleur-de-lis positioned in each angle. 
The fleur-de-lis on smaller pieces is less formalized. The cross is 
encircled by a styhzed, four-sided device referred to as a "quatre- 
foil" or "tressure." The reverse legend completes the title of the 
ruler: REX.HISPANIARVM.ET.INDIARVM. There are variations to 
this standard— the most notable places the date on the reverse. 

The coins issued from the Bogota Mint conform to this pattern in 
most respects; however, the date is incorporated into the reverse 
legend and the mintmark, assayer and denomination seem to have 
been eliminated on most of these 2 escudos dies for economy of 
space.

The following section of eighty coins from the mint at 
Santa Fe de Bogota, Nuevo Reino de Granada, presents one of 
the foremost opportunities of recent years for original 
numismatic research. 

Bogota, located in present-day Colombia, was established by 
the conquistador Queseda in 1538 and was administered under 
the Spanish Viceroyalty of New Granada. Along with the 
Mexico City, Lima and Potosi mints, Bogota was a major 
source of gold revenue for the mother country, yet its coins 
are among the rarest issues of the Spanish Empire. Before the 
discovery of the Spanish shipwrecks off the coast of Florida, 
many of these coins were thought not to exist. The few known 
examples which found their way into numismatic circles were 
considered to be excessively rare. The number of pieces in this 
listing (seventy-five 2 escudos and five 1 escudo coins) is most 
extraordinary— especially considering that the collections of 
the Smithsonian Institution and the American Numismatic 
Society together contain fewer than ten gold coins of the 
Bogota Mint of any denomination. In addition to the quantity 
is the superb quality of these coins. Each piece is virtually 
Mint State! A few retain the coral encrustation formed during 
more than 250 years on the ocean floor. 

The classic volume on Spanish Colonial coinage is Jose 
Toribio Medina's Las Monedas Coloniales Hispano-Americanas 
[Santiago, 1919]. Medina lists only one Bogota gold coin 
minted between 1655 and 1718. This coin is referenced from 
an earlier work, Catalogo de Monedas Hispano-Cristianas ^ by 
Antonio Lopez Villasante. 

Aportacion a la Historia Monetaria de Santa Fe de Bogota 
(Colombia) [Barcelona, 1953] by R. Xavier Calico is the most 
extensive treatment of the coinage of Bogota. The same coin 
previously referenced by Medina (Ex- Villasante) is listed by 
Calico as possibly the only known 2 escudos cob of Bogota of 
Carlos 11. Calico, however, adds a pedigree— Lot No. 194 in 
Morgenthau's Waldo Newcomer Collection, Part 7, sale held in 
February 1935. Reference to this same coin is again found in 
the Diccionario de la Moneda Hispanoamericana by Humberto 
F. Burzio [Santiago, 1958]. The lot is described in each 
instance as a 2 escudos of Carlos II, yet from the Newcomer 
Plate it appears that this coin could possibly be of Philip IV. It 
is also similar to a specimen in the American Numismatic 
Society collection which is attributed to Philip IV. If this was 
the coin originally seen by Villasante, and subsequently 
referenced by Medina, Calico and Burzio, then it is conceivable 
that they are all incorrect. While the shields of Philip IV and 
Carlos II are similar, the Newcomer coin does not show any 
portion of the name of Carlos. The letters "ROL" which are 
distinct on our Lot 5252 are in a location where they 
should also appear in the Newcomer Plate. The Newcomer 
coin does clearly show the assay er "R"; however, this is 
equally inconclusive, as assay er Ramos' position at the mint 
extended through the change of rulers. The Newcomer coin 



appears to be more similar to our Lot 5250, a 2 escudos of 
Philip IV, than to our Lot 5252, a 2 escudos of Carlos II. Our 
dated specimen of Philip IV and our "named" specimen of 
Carlos II make a stunning pair, though! 

Calico proposed several earlier dates for the gold mintage 
which were accepted and reprinted by Burzio: 1633, 1635, 
1640, 1641, 1650, 1652, and 1654. The first coin in this sale 
is dated 1654. Recent studies of mint records conducted by A. 
M. Villaba and published in his Historia de la Casa de Moneda 
Bogota [Bogota, 1969] indicate that possibly 40,436 kilo- 
grams of gold were processed by the Bogota Mint between 
1686 and 1743. His studies also indicate that doubloons (and 
reales) were minted every year between 1650 and 1732. If this 
data is correct, it would seem reasonable to assume that most 
of these coins were consigned to the melting pot after 
shipment to Spain. Probably the most accurate list of dates for 
the available escudo issues of Carlos II and the early issues of 
Philip V can be found in Las Monedas Espanolas Desde los 
Reyes Catolicos al Estado Espanos, co-authored by Carlos 
Castan and Juan Cayon, published in Madrid in 1973:

It should be noted that according to this reference the coinage of 
Carlos II extended for five years into the reign of Philip V. 

Although the Castan and Cayon book is the most compre- 
hensive date guide available, the authors seem to repeat the 
mistake of earlier studies by confusing the coins of Bogota and 
Seville. Their type no. 62 (of Carlos II) clearly shows the 
"N.R." mintmark of Nuevo Reino, yet is listed as coming 
from the mint at Seville. This error possibly results from the 
dual mintmarks of Bogota: "N.R." [Nuevo Reino] used from 
1622 to 1700; "S.F." [Santa Fe] used from 1700 to 1743. 
The "S" of Seville and the "S" of a partial "Santa Fe" 
mintmark might be confusing, but the characteristic reverse of 
Bogota cobs, with the circles at the quatrefoil points, is usually 
conclusive. They have possibly taken their information di- 
rectly from the Catalogo de la Coleccion Numismatica by 
Emiho Carlos Tolra [Barcelona, 1936], where this same 
misattribution is made for coin no. 1269- 

The question of assayers is as uncertain as the dates of 
mintage. Villaba is the most detailed on this subject: 

1643-1677- Pedro Ramos 

1677-1680 — Olmos, Reyes, Camargo, and Silvestre 
1680-1687 — Pedro Garcia de Villanueva 
1687-1692- Jose Marti 
1692-1722 — Buenaventura de Arce 
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Castan and Cay on, to the contrary, list the assay er "R" for all 
Bogota issues from 1672 to 1705. Lot 5252 in our sale 
shows the assayer "G" and the distinct letters "ROL" from 
the name Carlos II, placing it decidedly within the reign of 
Carlos. If the "G" is the mark of Pedro Garcia de Villanueva, 
then the coin would have been minted between 1680 and 
1687. Two partially visible numerals are insufficient for a 
verification of the date. Since Villaba had access to the records 
in Bogota, it would seem he is the most accurate. With this 
question of accuracy arising with regard to the list of assayers 
in Castan and Cayon, is their hst of dates also in question? 

Represented in this offering are eleven major varieties of 
obverse designs. The detailed information about the various 
shield designs of Spanish royalty, offered in Los Escudos de 
los Reyes de Espana en las Monedas Coloniales de Mexico 
[Numismatic Society of Mexico, 1962] by A.H. Stanley 
McNickle, is of value only for the earher, more elaborate 
issues. The differences are mostly distinguished by the 
positioning of the devices in the field of Castille and Leon, and 
in the design of the field of Naples and Sicily. As far as we can 
ascertain, the reverse designs are hmited to two major styles. 
The accompanying style sheet has evolved strictly from the 
coins on hand and is offered as a guide which we hope will 
assist you in recognizing the interesting variations. We have 
attempted to arrange the styles in chronological order, based 



on the dated specimens and on stylistic considerations. Please 
remember that this is the conjecture of preliminary research 
and that conclusions regarding the date of each specimen have 
been based only on the coins themselves. Our determination is 
not based on sophistication of design. The early issues of 
Philip IV are of much finer quality than the later issues from 
the reigns of Carlos II and Philip V. The relative crudity of the 
engraving may be due to a decline in craftsmanship or may 
represent local attempts at diecutting. 

The cataloguing of these coins has been a challenge. The 
facts regarding the mintage and distribution of the Spanish 
colonial coins from the mint at Bogota are cloaked in 
obscurity. We suggest you consult your own numismatic 
library, where you will recognize the sparseness of data on the 
early gold coins of Bogota. In some instances our research has 
led us to offer conclusions of our own for your approval; in 
other instances, we can only offer questions. In view of the 
very obvious need for reliable information about these colonial 
issues, we would like to encourage correspondence from any 
reader who has additional specimens that could be useful in 
establishing a refined chronology or provide additional details.

While many of these coins bear 
no visible date, they can be attributed to date by shield variety 
(i.e, the visible portion of the obverse design) and the assayer's 
mark.
